above referred to are said to have. been 
upwards of sixty years of BBC, and the 
girl waa’ about cightoen. O! 
would be absurd to expect tho Municipal 
police,to interfcre with the habits: of the 
Chineso. within their own doors. No one 
can be held responsible for these. But 
there are. constant cases of. the same fool- 
hardiness being practised in the open street, 
and we take the presont opportunity of 
inviting attention to the matter. There is 
no commoner sight, of an evening, than 
that of a Chinese lighting a. bundle of joss. 
sticks, or a row of tallow-candles, or 0 heap 
of paper-money, close up against the door 
of his own ricketty. wooden house, in 
sublime indifference to the danger involved 
to himself as well as to his neighbours. 
The thing ought. not to be allowed, and it 
is surprising that no active measures have 
been taken to atop it. As long as this 
practice is permitted, we shall.not be gafe. 
Some larye foreign hong will fall a victim 
to itsome night, and then perhaps it will 
bo thought-time to take the matter up.
